Save as otherwise specified by the Relevant Authority, if 
the value of the claim, difference or dispute is more than 
Rupees Twenty Five Lakhs on the date of application, then 
such claim, difference or dispute shall be referred to a panel 
of three arbitrators and if the value of the claim, difference 
or dispute is upto Rupees Twenty Five Lakhs, then the same 
ahail be referred to a solo arbllrator. 

5 . 5 . Criteria and procedure for selection of persons eligible to 
act as arbitrators 

(a) For facilitating tho appointment of an arbitrator, a list 
of persons eligible to act as arbitrators may be constituted an- 
nuaUy by the Relevant Authority from amongst persons who 
pcMfeCBS requisite qualification, experience, and kuoowledge in 
the securities business. The list of eligible persons shall consist 
of 40 percent Trading Member and 60 percent non-Trading 
Members. Tho names of the list of eligible persons shall be 
as specified by the Exchange from time to time. 

(b) Such list of eligible persons may be constituted for 
each Regional Arbitration Centre. 

5 . 6 . Procedure for appointment of arbitrators

(i) Hie Exchange shall identify the most common arbi¬ 
trator to whom the highest preference has been given 
by both the Applicant and the Respondent. 

(ii) If no common arbitrator is identifiabb, the Relevant 
Authority shall select an arbitrator from tht list of 
persons eligible to act as arbitrators excluding the 
persons selected by the Applicant and the Respon^ 
dent. If after excluding the persons selected by the 
Applicant and the Respondtnt no eligible person is 
available to act as arbitrator or if rhe available per¬ 
son refuses or fails to act as arbitrator, then the 
Relevant Authority may select an arbitrator from the 
list submitted by cither the Applicant or Respon¬ 
dent. 


(iii) In the event of the failure of Applicant and »ho 
Respondent to submit any names of eligible poraoni 
to act as arbitrators, the Relevant Authority shall 
select the sole arbitrator from the lists of perBons 
eligible to act as arbitrators. 

(c) The Exchange shall identify the panel of arbitrator! to

(ii) In case of matters to be referred to a panel, if no 
common arbitrator -s identifiable or only one or two 
common arbitrators are identifiable, the first, the 
second and/or the third arbitrator as the case may 
be shall be selected by the Relevant Authority from 
the list of eligible persons excluding the persona 
seected by the Applicant and the Respondent.
